Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park 


In  November,  1975,  the  100  acre  South  Boston 
Naval  Annex  —  decommissioned  due  to  defense 
cutbacks  —  had  become  a  veritable  ghost  town. 
The  high,  dry  docks,  which  had  performed 
yeoman  service  since  World  War  II,  lay  in  dis- 
repair. The  massive  warehouses  and  service 
buildings  were  neglected  and  abandoned.  Two 
lone  employees  were  left  where  there  had  once 
been  thousands. 

In  1977  the  Economic  Development  Industrial 
Corporation  (EDIC)  purchased  the  facility, 
through  the  Massachusetts  Government  Land 


Bank.  The  Economic  Development  Plan  for 
Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  called  for 
extensive  renovation  of  the  dry  docks  and 
industrial  buildings  with  a  goal  of  producing 
2,000  jobs  by  the  year  1980.  We  are  about  Vz 
of  the  way  there. 

Currently,  nearly  30%  of  Boston  Marine 
Industrial  Park  is  leased  to  fifteen  tenants, 
employing  600-700  people.  Braswell  Shipyard: 
from  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  has  success- 
fully developed  a  substantial  ship  repair 
operation  at  dry  dock  #4,  a  700  foot  basin  dock 
repairing  1-2  ships  per  month.

iddition,  EDIC  operates  public  dry  dock 
.  This  1,200  foot  dry  dock  is  available  to  all 
o  repair  firms  for  a  daily  fee.  Since  the  public 

dock  has  been  in  operation,  EDIC  has 
docked  ships  for  Bath  Iron  Works,  General 
and  Engine  Works,  and  Braswell 

yards. 

3.5  million  grant  has  been  obtained  from 
li  federal  Economic  Development  Adminis-

er  buildings.  Work  is  also  being  performed 
k  h  the  help  of  a  $2.3  million  City  General 

ligation  Grant. 


Fifteen  construction  projects  are  currently  un- 
derway or  awaiting  bid  for  a  total  of  $4,948,650. 

A  Foreign  Trade  Zone,  free  of  U.S.  Customs, 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  late  winter 
1978-79. 

The  idea  of  a  downtown  Boston  waterfront 
indtistrial  park  clearly  has  passed  beyond  the 
conceptual  stage  to  successful  operation.

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Additional  Features 

EDIC  JOB  TRAINING  CENTER 

The  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  has  its  own 
on-site  Job  Training  Center  providing  industrial 
skill  training  and  re-training  for  Boston 
residents. 

Operated  in  conjunction  with  Wentworth 
Institute  and  the  Franklin  Institute  of  Boston, 
the  Center  offers  intensive  classroom  and  shop 
training  in  areas  as  diverse  as  marine  welding, 
electronics,  refrigeration,  and  industrial  build- 
ing maintenance. 

Special  courses  of  instruction  and  training  can, 
in  certain  instances,  be  tailored  to  the  particular 
needs  of  a  manufacturer. 

The  quality  of  the  training  is  best  portrayed  by 
the  placement  rate:  87%  of  the  latest  class  of 
trainees  were  placed  in  jobs  utilizing  their  newly 
acquired  skills. 


The  former  U.S.  Navy  buildings  at  BMIP  are  ideal  for 
industrial  and  manufacturing  use.  Thousands  of  square 
feet  of  indoor  space  are  available  to  prospective  tenants. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  ZONE 


Boston  has  been  awarded  a  Foreign  Trade  Zoi 
designation  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce.  The  FTZ  will  be  located  at  the 
Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  and  is  schedul 
to  begin  operation  early  in  1979.  At  the  Foreij 
Trade  Zone,  a  local  manufacturer  will  be  able 
to  store  imported  materials  duty  free  while 
assembling  the  finished  product  for  export. 


EXPORT  STIMULATION  PROGRAM* 


EDIC  was  awarded  a  unique  grant  from  the 
federal  government  to  establish  and  operate 
programs  specifically  aimed  toward  assisting 
Boston  businesses  in  entering  or  increasing 
activity  in  the  overseas  market. 

The  Export  Stimulation  Program  is  located  at 
BMIP.  Its  export  and  trade  specialists  stand 
ready  to  offer  any  and  all  assistance  to  Boston 
manufacturers  seeking  to  become  a  part  of  the 
city's  profitable  export  picture.
